If species of (A) is elected, a specific R group is required. A specific range of x is 
also required. The applicant is also required to specify the D group in formula (I).

If species of (C) is elected, a polyester with a specific formula is required.

In addition, further species election is required to specify the amount of polyester 
present in the cosmetic composition. 
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Further species election is required for the pasty compounds in the cosmetic 
composition. A specific pasty compound is required. 

Further species election is required for the type of form that the cosmetic 
composition is in. 

The above species are independent or distinct because the components in the 
compositions are of different compounds having different structures, activities and 
chemistry. The presence or absence of different compounds and/or different 
proportions of compounds present in the cosmetic composition would result in different 
cosmetic effects of the composition. Different forms of the cosmetic composition would 
need different other substances which may also have different cosmetic effects. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, all claims are generic.
